Our teachers at Port Clyde, Mrs. Holman and Mrs. 
Davis, are to be commended for coming back to teaching 
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at this time and making it possible to keep that school 
open. Both Mrs. Ena Hawkins and Mrs: Grant find it 
difficult to leave their homes all day to teach. We 
certainly should appreciate the help of these. good 
women at this time. 


Our teachers employ sound and approved methods of 
instruction. In nearly all cases they enjoy good co- 
operation from parents and pupils. 


Fuel being scarce and high and the outlook for an- 
other year being not too good, your committee bought 
a large supply of wood from the Camden Shipyard. 
Labor was hard to get and the prices for sawing very 
high but finally the wood was sawed. There is enough 
to last out the school year and a start on the next year 
in some cases. 


In the summer we were all shocked and grieved by 
the sudden death of Mr. William Pease, who for many 
years had conveyed the pupils from Port Clyde to Ten- 
ants Harbor. By his faithful performance of his duty 
and by his kind and upright attitude he had endeared 
himself to pupils and parents alike’ and had won the 
undying respect of all associated with our schools. 


Mr. Fred Seavey has been engaged to convey the 
pupils on the Port Clyde line. 

Books and supplies have been hard to get. Our orders 
have not been filled promptly nor accurately. Some of 
the companies that supply us have written that this is 
due to their use of entirely new and untrained shipping 
crews. This and the crowding of all freight facilities 
explain the delays and errors that have so perplexed 
our teachers. 


Scarcity of materials and labor make it hard to do 
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anything in ‘the: way of repairs. 


The sae Department of Health and the Department 
of Education urge that something be done to improve 
conditions at the Port Clyde Schoolhouse. They’ urge 
that lavatories be put in and that the building be con- 
nected with the sewer so as to make flush toilets possible. 
It hasn’t’ seemed possible to do this up to the’ present. 
It would be necessary to blast’ through the ledge to 
connect the sewer and the building would have to be 
heated night and day to keep the water from freezing. 
Heating by coal or oil would be necessary which would 
demand new stoves. 


As it is now very hard to get the coal for schools 
where it has been used before, the fuel problem might 
be difficult. 


It is a pity that we cannot have a good building at 
this village with decent facilities for the health and 
comfort of the children. As this happier solution’ can- 
not for some time become a reality, | recommend that 
good lavatories be put in the building before fall and 
that some steps be taken toward the installation of some 
sort of improved toilets. I do not know how much can 
be accomplished this year but it seems that we must 
make a start. 


Since the opening of school in September the Grace 
Institute’s facilities for Vocational Training have been 
used by the high school and the services of the instructor 
paid for by funds provided by the Institute. The boys 
have enjoyed the course and have doubtless’ profited 
from it. Since late in the fall Mr. Forrest Wall, the 
approved teacher, has not been in attendance and Mr. 
William Gillis has acted as substitute. Manual work 
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certainly is a part of the work of every truly modern 
high school. It is hoped that this work, having been 
started, will be continued as a part of the curriculum. 


The Home Economics Department has flourished not 
only in the progress of the girls in their work but in 
their contribution to the effort to do their part in the 
great task of winning the war. Over 700 cans of fruit 


and vegetables were put up and 45 garments were made 


for the Red Cross. With their share of the goods canned 
for those who grew the products the Home Economics 
girls have had occasional noonday lunches. Thus in 
part of their work they have learned their lessons and 
served America in a real way. 


Costs of education have risen. Salaries and prices 
have increased and it has been necessary to raise the 
salaries to twenty-five dollars a week. After paying 
Government taxes from it the part remaining is less 
than the wages of boys who work in shop and shipyard. 


Fuel costs are soaring and the fuel is very hard to 
find. 


Your school officials have tried to be careful with 
expenditures, but m times like the present it is im- 
possible to foresee and plan wisely. Unexpected in- 
creases upset the best laid plans. 


I believe our citizens will provide the increased funds 
necessary to maintain our schools. 


No sacrifice of the folks at home can equal those being 
made by our Saint George boys in the armed service 
of America. These men were pupils in our schools a 
short time ago. We are proud of them and grateful for 
their service to our country.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT — 
OF SCHOOLS

: Wicace accept this, my twenty-third annual report. 


je The past year has been one of radical change in our 
ie Bschool system. The Long Cove School was closed because 
% of the small number of children there. The Clark Island 
_ Grammar School was very small. The conveyances al- 
_ ready running could take the seventh and eighth grades 
_to the Harbor where several had already chosen to at- 
tend. The resignation of the teacher and the apparent 
| impossibility to get another at the time caused the trans- 
fer of the upper grades at Port Clyde to be transferred to 
Tenants Harbor. Now all the seventh and eighth grade 
_ pupils in town attend one school where they can be 
» served much more efficiently. : 


As the bus from Wiley’s Corner was full, the sixth 
gerade pupils from Clark Island. were taken care of at 
Wiley’s Corner, while the fifth graders were kept with 
the Primary school. There is still plenty of room for im- 

provement in our system but these changes are for the 
' better. The closing of these schools even with the further 
necessary raises in salaries left a rather large balance 
| which was quite unexpected. The increase in the State 
School Fund from $100.00 to $190.00 per teaching posi- 
_ tion based on last year’s report was a contributing cause 
| ofthis. This will not be so large this year. The Equaliza- 


a7 


tion Fund was also large because of the increased appro- 
priation. The books were closed in January and two or 
three payroll periods will have passed by town meeting — 
time. It is only right that the town should be able to pay 
these payrolls from money left when the books close in- 
stead of being obliged to borrow it. 


It would not be wise to pile up large surpluses in this © 
account but inasmuch as the present outlook is for sev- 
eral reductions in State monies to be received it would be 
ill-advised to risk much of a reduction in appropriations. — 


If, however, a proposed law for increased State assist- ¥ 


ance should pass a small reduction might be made. 


It is emphasized that the purpose of this assistance is ~ 
to improve the schools and not to relieve the tax-bur- 7 
dened citizen, so if the town desires to continue to receive i 
this aid, it would seem wise to keep our appropriations ~ 
well up to present levels. 


During the past year our pupils have made good prog- 
ress, the teachers have, employed sound methods of in- 
struction and there has been a good degree of cooperation. 

The purchases of books and supplies cannot be much 
lighter. Paper is scarce and high, and it sometimes takes 
a long time to get orders filled. 


Our high school pupils have done good work on the 
whole. The opportunities afforded by the Lillius Gil- 
chrest Grace Institute are appreciated. Naturally there 
must be changes in the curriculum from time to time. 
The time would seem to be almost here when some 
changes must be made. 


Fuel is-searce and high but the Committee has been 
wise in procuring a good supply when it could be ob- 
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tained. Moreover the surpluses from the schools closed 
_have helped us materially. 


_ This has been a very hard winter. The bad storms and 
the icy roads have brought much care and worry to all 
concerned with conveyance. 


In these war years our difficulties have been many, 


- Government requests for reports and participation in so 
many activities, a constant bombardment of literature 


_ urging new, and in some cases, impossible activities, and 
| the difficulties in getting needed supplies in a reasonable 


- time all add to the burden of school officials. 


The State and National governments are everywhere 
urging further centralization even to an extent that 
would in some cases take the schools out of the small. 


towns which constitutes an element of uncertainty. 


These plans are designed to increase the opportunities of 


- all the youth, but Maine winters and roads and physical 


features furnish difficulties that the theoretical educators 
may have underestimated. 


I trust that our schools may follow these new plans as 


_ far as may be beneficial and practical. One must not 


stand in the way of progress nor should one adopt a 
recommended change without a careful consideration of 
the locality’s condition and needs. 


It has been almost impossible to get repair work done 


‘and it is with regret that we see so much unexpended 


money in this account when our buildings need paint and 
various repairs. The Clark Island schoolhouse looks 
rather shabby for a comparatively new house and should 
receive attention. The Port Clyde building is old, the

The tax commitment was compared with the records of 
the Assessors.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and to the Citi- 
zens of St. George: 

This is my twenty-fourth annual report on the schools 
of your town. 


Up to February first of this year, there were no 
changes in the teaching force. It had been voted by the 
Committee to open the Grammar School at Port Clyde, 
which had been closed for lack of a teacher, during the 
war. During the fall and so far into the winter, the Primary 
School had been crowded and parents at Port Clyde very 
much desired the reopening of the Grammar School, and 
petitioned the Committee to have this done, and that the 
school include the grades 4, 5, and 6. To have a school up- 
stairs of sufficient size, it was deemed necessary to bring 
the third grade up. This would make possible to have two 
good sized schools in the building. The elimination of the 
fourth grade would leave the Primary School still too 
large for comfort. 


At this time Mr. Harlan Bragdon, who left his position 
as teacher in the Tenant’s Harbor Grammar School, has re- 
turned and is ready to assume his former position. This in 
turn frees Mrs. Bragdon, so that she is free to take the 
Port Clyde position.

been installed. Much heat could still be eaved were Nios 
a sort of insulating cap put over the ceiling in the annex. 
The repairs on the Grammar School Building have been 
both extensive and expensive. In the coming year at 
least $500.00 should be expended on the high school build- 
ing and at least $300.00 for the others, or $800.00. al- 
together. 


Seats have been ordered for the Tenant's Harbor 
Grammar School and were shipped some time ago, ac- 
cording to notices. 


A new School House is needed at Port Clyde. Last

year, $1000.00 was raised for this purpose and set aside. I 
believe a new two room building should be erected with 
adequate grounds, where up-to-date plumbing could be 
installed. The cost of a building was estimated by the State 
Department to be $18,000.00. It has been stated by some 
that because of the lower prices and by careful planning, 
a suitable building could be erected for $10,000.00 or 
$12,000.00. Bonds could be issued and paid $1000.00 each 


year, without imposing unbearable burdens on the citizens. 


A new road will be put through before long, and a 
new site for the school is necessary. Furthermore, the old 
building is in poor condition. The sanitary conditions are 
shocking, and the location inconvenient and unsafe. A new 
building should be erected this year. I believe that this 
request is only reasonable. I recommend and urge that this 
be attended to now. 


Some change will have to be made in our special con- 
veyance, in the matter of trips, schedule and other par- 
ticulars. The busses must not be crowded beyond what 
is comfortable and safe. 


The Grace Institute has done good work in the vo- 
cational line, with our High School pupils. St. George is 
favored in this, far beyond the privileges of the average 
small town. 


There should be a young woman assistant in our High 
School Building. School expenses everywhere are higher. 
Many educators believe that in the future all secondary 
education must be taught in large regional schools. Thom- 
aston people have been thinking along those lines, and 
our officials were invited to a meeting in Watts Hall, in re- 
gard to this matter. 
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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS (Continued) 


It seems to me that the matter of conveyance might 
be an objection to St. George going in for a part in such 
a school, but the thought is in the air, and the idea must 
be given respectful attention, whatever our first reactions 
may be. 


In conclusion, I thank the town officials for their 
courtesies and I express my profound gratitude to those 
citizens who have given us their support for a long term 
of years. |

_ The Wileys Corner special conveyance service was as- 
signed to Mr. Russell Thomas in the fall. He does the work 
efficiently with a large bus, purchased for the purpose. I 
feel that some words of appreciation are due Mr. Fred 
Smalley, who had driven the Wileys Corner bus so faith- 
fully for over twenty five years. He was always a careful 
driver and felt great responsibility for the safety of the chil- 
dren. He endeared himself to the hundreds, whom he 
served, exercising good discipline in the bus, but treating 
the children with kindness and consideration. 


Our teachers are serving the schools faithfully, using 
sound methods and good textbooks, and commanding the 
respect and cooperation of the pupils. 


During the past year, expenses have mounted even be- 
yond what I expected, when I named $14,000.00, as the 
amount desired last year, instead of the $12,000.00, which 
was appropriated. With a balance from the previous year, 
of more than four thousand dollars, and the State’School 
fund of $4,229.25, there was not enough left to pay the 
school payrolls that became due at the close of January. I 
feel that the increases were nearly all unavoidable and that 
they were justified. The costs for the next year will be still 
higher. There are two bills before the Maine Legislature at 
present, which require a much larger minimum salary for 
all Maine teachers. If the McKinnon Bill, the first intro- 
duced, and which has the support of the Maine Teachers” 
Association, were to be passed, every teacher in the com- 
mon schools would receive $1500.00 or more. The Russell 
Bill provides for a smaller increase at first, but for a series 
of increases, for the next six years, which would make it 
more costly in the end. It seems certain that one of these 


bills will be passed.

The teachers of the town have asked for an increase 
of $150.00 each, to be paid in the school year ending in 
June 1947, and for another increase of $150.00, for the next 
school year. This matter is to be referred to the citizens by 
a special article in the town warrant. 


Judging by the experience of the past year, it would - 
seem that to maintain the present schedule, an appropri- 
ation of $17,500.00 would be necessary. The soundness of 
this estimate will be more apparent when it is considered 
that the larger part of the increases, grew up in the second 
half of the fiscal year. The amount does not provide for the 
increases that have been requested nor for those that may 
become obligatory by acts of the Legislature. 


The increased cost of conveyance is another factor in 
the financial situation. Our bus drivers cannot conduct the 
work at a loss, and those who have bought their vehicles 
on time, must be able to keep.up their payments. If any- 
one of them felt forced to give up the bus it would be both 
more costly and very difficult to secure other reliable per- 
sons to accept these positions. 


Last year we received the seats for the Grammar 
School, which were ordered in 1945, but at a much in- 
creased cost. To provide the money for the unpaid balance, 
and that necessary for other needed equipment, there being 
no other appropriation from which these may be paid for, 
they will have to be paid for from the repairs account, and 
to help on these the town is Curying the balance left on that 
account. 


In the past year much has been done to improve the 
appearance of two of the school buildings. The interior of 
the High School Building has been completely cleaned and 
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_ SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS (Continued) 


painted, more adequate lighting has been installed. The 


Wileys Corner building has been painted on the outside 


and improvements made on the interior. 


Among the needs for repairs this year are the follow- 
ing: Work on the roof and eaves of the High School Build- 


ing, two new drinking fountains, enlargement of the rooms, 
- occupied by the boys’ toilets, with some new equipment 


repairs on the pump, which may be very extensive. At Clark 
Island the interior of the building needs painting, some 
work done on the toilets and minor repairs. At Port Clyde 


there must be an enlarged ventillate or shaft in the toilets. 


This has been ordered by the State Department and is im- 
perative. I recommend an appropriation of $1200.00 for re- 
pairs. 


- For insurance on school buses, $150.00 is recommended. 
We had little more than half enough for that last year. 


At the last annual town meeting it was voted to build 
a school house at Port Clyde and provision was made for 
funds. An advisory committee to assist the School Commit- 
tee was named, consisting of the Selectmen and three chos- 
en members of the Parent Teachers Association. In the past 
year building materials have been so scarce as to make it 
impossible to erect the building. Even at the present, ma- 
terials are so high that a building would cost much more 
than there is available by the town’s vote. It has been very 
hard to agree on a lot. The school committee has worked 
and worried all the last school year over this. The two lots 
most discussed have been the Gardner lot, and the Holman 
Lot. A member of the State Department has seen these, and 
declares them both to be unsuitable. In fact, anyone who 
knows what is required by the State Department or by the 
needs generally recognized by those who have built schools 
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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS (Continued) 

in the last twenty-five years, would recognize this to be the 
case. The State Department representative, favored the 
land behind the school lot, belonging to Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Simmons. This would not be an ideal lot, in fact there seems 
to be no lot in or about the village suitable for the school- 
house, but it is to be hoped that we will not be obliged to 
choose a lot with the very undesirable points of those al- 
ready considered. The Morris and Hart lots on the hill by 
the Marshalls Point Road would be very fine, except for the 
distance from the village. The lot back of the schoolhouse 
would seem to be one of the best in sight. We all hope that 
a lot may be selected and a start made in the very near fu- 
ture. 


The members of the School Committee have been most 
earnest and active in their effort to serve the schools. I also 
thank the selectmen and the treasurer for their cooperation. 


In behalf of the schools I hereby express appreciation 
of the continued loyal support on the part of the citizens 
of Saint George.

Public Health Nursing Annual Report 
1946 | 


Your present public health nurse started work in your 
community last January following discharge from military 
service. It is now time to review the year’s activities and 
send you a brief report. 


Twenty-seven nursing visits have been made ito St. 
George and all branches of a generalized public’ health 
nursing program covered including occasional visits to a 
chronic patient for the purpose of giving bedside care. This 
was possible only when in the near vicinity to this patient 
and isn't usually done because of the impossibility of giving 
this service in covering more than a single town. 


Most of the time was spent in visits to homes offering 
assistance to mothers of infants, preschool and school chil- 
dren. Instruction and demonstration were given in child 
care and nutrition, stressing the importance of early im- ' 
munization for all children against communicable diseases. 
Health supervision and advice have been given to expectant 
mothers. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held at Port 


Clyde during the summer months and assistance was given 
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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS (Continued) 


the nurse by a very willing and able group of mothers from 
that section. Infants and preschool children received ‘com- 
plete examinations by a physician and protective immuni- 
zations were given against Whooping Cough, Basic 
and Smallpox. 


Schools have been visited for the purpose of offering 
help to teachers in carrying out their health programs, also — 
for following the progress made by children having health 
problems. At a joint meeting recently of school personnel 
and School Board members, it was decided to start soon a- 
program of physical examinations of children in certain 
grades. The Town Physician has offered to do this work 
which will make it possible to find physical defects in 
schoolchildren early and thus Be able to gain earlier and 
more effective correction. 


The assistance and cooperation of all who made this 
year's program possible is greatly appreciated by your nurse 
and she believes more will thus be accomplished in the 
coming year.

SUPT. OF SCHOOLS REPORT .. 


To the superintending School Committee and to 
the Citizens of St. George: 


Please accept my twenty-sixth aren report on 
your schools. 


Last summer Mrs. Esther Simmons was given a 
year’s leave of absence and Mrs. Bessie Keller was 
employed, and has served efficiently as teacher at 
Clark Island. Miss Gallison at the high school refused 
a reelection to enter graduate school, and Mrs. Ena 
Page Hawkins was employed as teacher of languages. 
Mrs. Hawkins served in this capacity years ago. Miss 
Elizabeth Harris resigned and Miss Marion Makinen of 
South Thomaston has taught in the Tenants Harbor 
Primary School since the beginning of the fall term. 
The work of Miss Harris was of a high order. She was 
diligent and efficient and BPS the children of St. 
George long and well. 


: The progress of the:schools has been accepeane 

Sound and reasonably progressive methods are em- 
ployed. The books are up to date and have been very 
carefully selected. The pupils with few exceptions have 
been cooperative. 


Expenses have been high as was expected. Laws 
passed by the last legislature require higher salaries 
for teachers, and as the supply of teachers is by no 
means equal to the demands, in many cases the mini- 
mum legal salaries must be exceeded if teachers are 
to be procured. Every item of expense has increased 
and some are certain to be still higher. By honestly 
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facing the conditions last year and providing the money 
needed, your schools have the promise of equalization 
for next year. 


One of the many problems to be dealt with in the 
near future is the efficient handling of the larger 
classes in the higher grades. The Seventh and Eighth 
grades will hardly be accommodated by the Grammar 
School room. One solution might be a union of this 
school with the high school under a six year Senior- 
Junior organization. This would have to be worked out 
carefully and probably with the assistance of the State 
Department of Education. By such an arrangement, 
upstairs rooms could be used to relieve the crowded 
condition and possibly the upper grades might be 
served by the institute. 


Repairs 


In the past summer many repairs were made at 
the several school buildings. A new fire escape was 
installed at Tenants Harbor and that at Port Clyde 
was repaired. At Wileys Corner the outside doors were 
rehung to meet the requirements of law, the fence was 
repaired and new swings were put up. 


At Clark Island swings were put up, the toilets 
were repaired and fluorescent type electric lights were 
installed. The stove was repaired. At the High School 
a fence was put up, some new electric lights were 
installed and three new drinking fountains were pro- 
cured and are now in use. In addition there were such 


minor and emergency work as is certain to come up 


from time to time. 
This year the interior of the Clark Island school- 
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room must be painted. 


On the roof of the High School Building the snow 
melts and the water backs up. It must have run down 
through the outside walls and with some damage to 
the building. Something should be done to remedy this. 
situation. 


The cesspool at the Tenants Harbor school is by 
no means perfect or satisfactory, and at some time 
within a few years extensive work will be necéssary. 
In fact, it might need attention at an early date. There 
are other repairs more or less expensive that might 
bring convenience and save money in the long run but 
which I would rot recommend this year. | 


The Port Clyde Situation 


Last year plans were procured for the proposed 
new schoolhouse at Port Clyde on the present school 
lot. Bids were advertised for and two bids were re- 
ceived. The lower was for $19,500.00 and did not 
include a heating plant. The other was for over 
$35,000.00 The only thing to do was to postpone action 


until another town meeting. If the town will provide © 


the needed money, the Committee will try again. 


There are citizens who believe that in the event of 
failure on the part of the town to provide the furds 
for a new schoolhouse an addition containing heatirg 
plant and sanitary facilities could be constructed with 
such. alterations to the building as might be necessary. 


Contrary to a commonly held belief the school 
building has not been condemned. Its sanitary condi- 
tions have been condemned and the State awaits with 
patience for_a_new building or a remodelled one. This 
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would be better than the present building but it would 
by no means be the new building for which so many 
have hoped. The decision must rest with the citizens. 
During the fall term Mr. Dennison felt that he 
could not continue the conveyance in the Clark Island 
and Wheelers Bay districts without more pay. In fact, 
a breakdown requiring extensive and costly repairs 
had occurred. It would seem that the pay for the past 
two years had not been sufficient to keep his equipment 


-in condition. The Committee voted to give him an 


increase but not as much as he desired. I promised him 
that I would call the attention of the town to this and 
ask for an appropriation of a sufficient sum to give him. 
an increase of five dollars a week for the last half of 
the school year. This would require $90.00 or if the 
increased sum was to be paid through the year, $180.00. 
At least the reaction of the voters might be seen. So 
many increases had been necessary that it became 
apparent that there would be an overdrawn account. 
The Committee believed that it could go no further 
on conveyance costs at the time. 

In many of the neighboring towns eter the 
State towns have bought their busses and employ 
drivers. Several times I have been told that this was 
the more efficient and in the end, the most economical 
arrangement. Think about it, citizens. 

I thank the Committee, Selectmen and Treasurer 
for their cooperation and I here express my apprecia- 
tion of the loyal support of the public spirited citizens 
of St. George.

CASH 


The cash available for current expenditures at 
January 381, 1948 amounted to $9,598.25, which was 
accounted for as follows:

Cash on hand was verified by actual count and 
the demand deposits were reconciled with the bank 
statement of the Knox County Trust Company. The 
passbook representing the time deposits was examined 
and it was noted that all interest on the deposits had 
been properly recorded. 


An analysis of receipts and deposits indicated that 


all cash recorded as received had been promptly 
deposited in the bank, with the exception of the cash 
on hand. 


Expenditures were made by check and were 
supported by warrants signed by the required number 
of officials. All warrants had been paid in full by the 
Treasurer.

Attention is invited to the overdrafts reflected 
in eral: appropriation accounts, the summary of 
which appears on Exhibit D. An opinion rendered by 
the Attorney General reads, in part, 


“The municipal officers are bound by the 
terms of the articles in the warrant calling 
the meeting providing for the expenditure of 
money. The officers should not spend more 
than the taxpayers appropriated at town 
meeting, unless the statute expressly author- 
izes an expenditure in excess of the appropria- 
on. 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the 
Revised Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expendi- 
tures of monies for highway purposes and permit 
overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the extent of 
15% of the appropriation.
